I am writing you with reference to one of 
•ftae most important Interdenominational Conferences of 
Ministers that has ever been held in the South. One 
of the ablest Sponsoring Committees I have evern known 
is calling an Interchurch Institute at Blue Ridge, 

North Carolina, June 19-38.. 1939. It is definitely 
’hoped that this Institute can be continued for a series 
of years. The Sponsoring Committee is composed of 
eight State University Presidents of the South, 
representatives of six outstanding Theological Seminaries, 
two representatives of each of the leading communions of 
the South, a number of Professors of Religion in leading 
Colleges, representatives of the Interracial Commission, 
the Y.M.C.A., et al. 

The program will be intensive and thorough. 

One hour each morning will be given to the study of 
"Religion as a Resource for Personal Living." Another 
will be given daily to "Religion as a Resource for 
Social Transformation"; a third hour to the "Churches 
Cooperating in the Building of a Community." Afternoons 
will be given over to voluntary group meetings, denomina¬ 
tional gatherings, personal conferences, meditation, 
recreation and rest. In the evening hours, we desire to 
present the ablest persons which the Churches can furnish 
on a series of topics, such as the following: 

1. Religion and the Race Problem 

2. Religion and the Rural Problem in the South 

3. Religion and Rising Industrialism in the South

We hope to have two hundred of the ablest 
ministers and religious workers from all the denoraina^- 
tions. They will be picked with great care - the 
purpose being to get persons who can carry the message 
of the Institute back into the local communities and 
gj. ve this message very able interpretation. 

The Committee has asked me to invite you to 
go me to this Institute next summer to take the topic 
"The Challenge of the War Spirit to Christianity." Many 
of our ministers and religious workers have not awakened 
tD this problem and we need the ablest interpretation of 
this subject that can be given. 

We regret we can do nothing in the way of fees 
except to take care of travel expenses and entertainment. 
There is no fund for this Institute as yet and all we 
can do is to offer to take care of your, expenses and 
we hope you will be willing to make a contribution of 
your time to this program. The opportunity is 
exceedingly large. I doubt if there is a rarer chance to 
help in the transforming of this whole region than that 
offered by this call, and I most sincerely hope you can 
fJhd it possible to be with us.

I do not expect you to remember me, but in order 
for you to understand what I am talking about, and

Mr. Page is very anxious to fulfill his engage¬ 
ments in your city, and I am therefore letting him go with 
the understanding that he will get you to dress the wound with 
the phage, some of which I have given him to take with him,. 

I have been gently inserting small Bilk drains soaked in phage 
into the wound and then applying a dry dressing. If the finger 
is painful, he is requested to soak it in hot water, but other 
wise to let it go until the next day's dressing. I will see 
him upon his return to New York.

The committee suggests that 
you speak three times: - from 5:00 to 6:00 Saturday afternoon, 
making your introductory approach; Saturday evening continue your 
presentation, following this second address with a long evening of 
more or less informal question and smrer discussion; your third 
address to be the sermon in the closing ohuroh service at 11:00 
Sunday morning. 

The early part of Sunday morning will be a work session in which 
the students will discuss several items of Movement concern such 
as Far Eastern Student Service Fund, etc. 

Now as to the approach they wish to have you make. It was quite 
clear and unanimous in the group that they want you to speak from 
the viewpoint of the Christian responsibility of the individual 
in regard to the problems of social justice and peace. They want 
you to lay down a basic interpretation of what the message of the 
Christian faith is for the individual in his relationships. They 
are also concerned about the cultivation of the quality of personal 
spiritual life which will make us able for the labors of building 
the new world. This clear emphasis on a personal approach does 
not preclude consideration of the wider issues of social justice 
and peace. We do want your guidance on what we can do; what is 
our Christian responsibility in these regards and this we want to see 
against the background of the actual political and social situation 
which you know so well. We want to mate a personal Christian 
approach rather than the approach of the political economist.

Dear Kirby Page: 

It certainly was a privilege to hear you the other 
night in Lansing, Michigan, and to have a little chat with 
you. The clear and intensive thinking which you are doing 
in your field is helping a lot of us to hold steady these days 
when we have to spread our thinking over a good many fields 
and might not be able to think very clearly in any one. Your 
analysis the other night, both from the standpoint of Jesus' 
own teaching and attitude, and of the present world situation, 
was superb. 

I want to place on record immediately our request 
for your services in our United Christian Adult Movement Com¬ 
mission meeting at Lake Geneva, July 8-15, 1939. We shall 
have there a thoroughly representative group. The United 
Christian Adult Movement represents the cooperation of our 
seven national interdenominational agencies, and includes the 
denominational agencies of missions and social action, as well 
as of religious education. I am not sure that you have had 
the material that has come out of our previous meetings, so 
I am sending you a report of our 1936 Conference when the 
movement was launched, a report of our 1937 Conference, and 
a mimeographed report of our brief meeting at the Columbus 
Convention in 1938. The personnel of the Commission is attached 
to this latter document, iriaich will show you how representative 
it is. 


On December 5 representatives of all the participating 
agencies meet in Buffalo to plan our program for the 1939 Con¬ 
ference. I know the announcement that it will be possible for 
you to be with us will meet with great satisfaction.

Dear Mr. Page: 

I have thought of you this fall, wondering if you 
were out on a lecture tour somewhere in the south 
again as you were last fall and winter* If you happen 
to come anywhere near Macon, down here in Georgia, 

I do hope you will let me know. It would be great 
to talk with you again. 

I especially want to talk with you about this 
matter of re-armament, and the seemingly tremendous 
swing back toward it in America. It seems so dis¬ 
turbing-- and yet, what to do* It cannot be the 
best way; but is it to be the way used,good or bad ?

FELLOWSHIP OF RECONCILIATION 

Canadian Section 


BASIS AND AIMS 


The Fellowship of Reconciliation is an association of men and 
women who believe in the non-violent settlement of all conflicts 
between individuals, groups, classes, nations, races, and religions* 
Its members believe that hatred is increased through return of hatred; 
that peace is not achieved by fighting; that the use of violence 
raises more problems than it solves# They believe that only positive 
acts of good-will, justice, and generosity can overcome evil in human 
society and make possible an abundant life for all men# Many of the 
members have joined because of their desire to follow unswervingly 
the way of life exemplified by Jesus; some have received their inspir¬ 
ation from other religious loaders; and some have reached their faith 
in love and non-violence in still other ways* 

In practice their faith expresses itsolf in tho following ways: 

(1) They try to show rospoct for human personality - in 
the homo, in tho education of children, and in their assoc¬ 
iation with people of other classics, nationalities, and races; 

(2) They advocate tho treatment of offenders against society, 
not by retaliatory punishment, but in ways calculated to restore 
tho wrongdoer to cooperative citizenship with his fellows; 

(3) They strivo to build a social order in which none will 
be exploited, but in which all will be assured of the means 
to realize a good life; 

(4) They refuse to sanction war preparations or to part¬ 
icipate in any war; rathor they work to remove tho causes 
of war, by advocating policies of international justice and 
by supporting every effort of international conciliation* 

The Fellowship is open to all who accept the above principles, 
wish to work for thoir realization in human society, and are pre¬ 
pared to take the risks involved* 
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MEMORANDUM FOR EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING 


Correlation of fiscal and program year of the Fellowship . 

It has been the custom of Fellowship to plan its programs 
from conference to conference. Part of this planning involves its 
commitment to members of the staff who are elected at conference time 
from year to year* On the other hand, our fiscal year expires with 
the calendar yearj and the formation of the new budget, which really 
determines the program for the ensuing year, is done in December and 
January. This tends to give a sense of unreality bdth. to the budget 
commitments^ which are presumably made for a ybar^ but which actually 
abe subject to fevision at least twice during the year, and to the 
program and staff commitments which are made for a year in September, 
but must necessarily be Subject to revision when the budget is made 
in January and usually again in May* 

I feel there are good reasons for the retention of the 
correlation of the fiscal year with the calendar year. The possibility 
of change seems therefore to rest with the program year. I suggest 
as a clarification of our procedure the following: 

1, That the Council meetings be reduced to four a 
year, on a quarterly basis, the January meeting to be in 
or near New York, to be open to the Fellowship membership 
and to constitute an all day Annual Business Meeting, at 
which time the financial experience of the past year is 
reviewed and the new budget adopted. Other meetings to 
be held in Mirch, late May and October. 

The Spring meeting of the Council should plan for 
summer activities. 

The early Summer meeting should be one invhich 
the Fall program is laid out. 

The Fall meeting would primarily concern itself 
with the Conference schedule for the year, and the winter 
program. 

2. The Fall National Conference should be primarily 
inspirational and educational in character and should be 
moved to different parts of the country, not merely to 
different parts of the East and Northeast, 

3, Each principal center of Fellowship activity and 
as many smaller centers as possible should plan to hold 

an Annual Get-together in the form of a Dinner or a Seminar 
project. 

4. The New York annual dinner should be turned over 
to the New York group to promote.

My dear Professor: 

I am sorry to say I did not keep a copy of 
the newspaper, which purported to quote some (f your 
remarks when you spoke in Hartford, so I shall have 
to reply, perhaps, too vaguely to your letter of the 
26 th. 

I have had enough experience with newspaper 
quotations to realize that very often they are entirely 
distorted. As I recall it, the paper quoted you as saying 
a very large proportion of the corporations of this coun¬ 
try were controlled by a very small number of individuals, 
This is a statement which is often made, most often I think, 
by some of those who are referred to by Walter Lippman and 
others as some of the y l>right young men in the ante room 
of the White HouseV It is also often made by some of the 
Soapbox orators. 

Your remarks as quoted seemed to me to indicate 
a lack of clear understanding as to management of corpora^ 
tions and to infer that because an individual happened to 
be a director of one or more corporations, it necessarily 
involved some inter-alliance between the corporations. I 
happen to be a director in several corporations in different 
industries and think I know a little something about the 
average corporation. While they do not happen to be enor¬ 
mous national corporations, I do have some friends, who are 
prominent in the management of certain of these large ones 
and I know something about some of them. 

I wonder if you have ever had any long heart to 
heart talks with men, who are prominent in corporation

management. Strange though it may seem, there are some 
pretty decent men acting in this capacity, and I am sure 
that a number of them would be glad to discuss the matter 
with you, if opportunity should offer. 

The main reason I wrote you was because it seemed 
to me rather unfair to the average man on the street to 
have some one with credentials such as yours making state¬ 
ments, which might leave him with a somewhat untrue picture 
of business. Please do not understand from this letter 
that I consider business is perfect, or that it is by any 
means exempt from just criticism.

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WHERE SHALL THE FELLOWSHIP PUT ITS EMPHASIS IN 1959? 


by 

John NeVin Sayre 


In a recent conversation with Kirby Page tie expressed the 
opinion that in the present juncture of affairs the Fellowship should 
concentrate more of its effort on witness and fellowship and somewhat 
less on political activity than has been the case in the last few 
years. 

I am not sute that this is right but I think the idea is 
one which the Council might wbll consider* Certainly We ought from 
time to time, in our rapidly changing world, take stock Af where we. 
seem to be going, of the circumstances, difficulties and opportunities 
which confront us, and re-think our policies and procedure in the 
light of the world's specific needs and what might be the maximum con¬ 
tribution which the Fellowship might make in a given period from its 
resources. 


Let it be said at the outset that there is hore no thought 
of retreating into an ivory tower or self containod circle of pietism^ 
The problem is how can the Fellowship make its best impact on the 
world in a given time situation; how avoid scattering our fire and in¬ 
stead direct it in sustained and efficient focus on a limited number of 
objectives which we consider to be highly important and whore wo could 
hope to make a dont? What should bo our specialized contribution in 
the largo field of poaco and religion whore othor organizations and 
forces arc making their contributions to». 

I sot down for discussion a few opinions which I think may 

be true: 


1. 1939 will be a year of recurring crises with the pull 
of ovents toward facism and war. 

2. The American poace movement will be under increasing 
strain and it needs a more clearly defined division of labor and more 
effoctivo specialization of jobs among the various organizations 
which compose it. 

3. The Fellowship is, and will probably continue to be, a 
minority group of extremists. It has somewhat loss than 3000 members 
who can bo counted on to contribute regularly in money *r time or. 
both. Its income in 1939 will probably not exceed $30,000. It will 
not bo important as an organization for political pressure. 
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4* Its greatest rosourco is a knowledge of real 
truth - both roligious and social, i. o. Christianity in its 
pacifist significance. 

5. Its noxt greatest rosourco is a nucloous of 
courageous and inspiring personalities. Hoviovor thoy arc all 
busy with many things. 

6. It is my judgment - subject to correction - that 
in the last throe years tho pacifist movement in England has 
forged ahoad, but that in tho United Statos it has been lag¬ 
ging. One ovidcncc of this is that tho membership of tho Poaco 
Pledge Union, tho British FOR and Christian Pacifist groups 
has boon markodly growing, but the number of now mombors taken 
into the Amorican Fellowship has seriously doclinod. 

7. In both countrios there is a considerable body of 
opinion ready to hoar and bo convinced by the Christian pacifist 
case; but the securing of convincomont depends on a much largor 
effort and campaign for presentation of the issuo, both in 
writing and speaking, than wo are making now. Tho Emergency 
Pcaco Campaign is finishod. Who now could make this effort 
bettor than tho FOR? Kirby Pago believes that there wore 
novor as many pacifists in tho United Sts.tos as at present. 

8. Wo havo at hand two madia through which we might 

make a boginning and test out tho validity of the foregoing 
assumption: (l) Our magazine Fellowship and supplementary 

pamphlet literature, (2) our Field Voluiiteers and othor speakers 
of national reputation who aro mombors of the Fellowship or 
Christian pacifists who might be porsuadod oach to give a fow 
days of their time - in some cases more - if tho Fellowship 
office could organize a well planned set-up, make use of 
leading members in various cities and carry through on dotail. 

9. If any such beginning is undertaken by our 
present staff thoy will have to withdraw a good deal of their 
time from othor ontorprizos and committoos in which they aro now 
involved. 


10. It would bo essential to gear in our local groups, 
to emphasize at meetings the recruiting of new mombors to tho 
Fellowship, tho securing of now money for its work and tho for¬ 
mation of pacifist cells. 

11. Wo should not attempt anything as ambitious or 
costly as the Emergency Peace Campaign; vie should utilize "ready 
made" sotr-ups as far as possible and allow time enough to prepare 
well and do thoroughly whatever vie undertake.

MINUTES: The minutes of the previous meeting were approved as circulated. 

YOUTH SECTIONS Harold Chance reported on the fall activities of the 10 field 

secretaries working full time among the colleges, and of the plans 
to continue the work after the first of the year as the Student Peace Service under 
the direction of the Peace Section of the American Friends Service Committee. 

MINUTE FOR Y M C A: It was moved and carried that a minute be prepared‘and sent to 

the Central Office of the Philadelphia Y M C A expressing the 
appreciation of the Council for the use of committee rooms during the past two years 

STATEMENT REGARDING JAPAN: The Council approved the sending of a message to 

Florence Brewer Boeckel of the National Council for the 
Prevention of War, urging her to issue a statement regarding the present Japanese 
crisis. 

FINANCIAL REPORT: E A Schaal reported an amount of approximately $10,000.00 would 

be necessary before the end of the month in order to wind up the 
affairs of the Campaign in good shape. Current liabilities amounted to approximate¬ 
ly $25,000.00, and against these there were $15,000.00 in outstanding pledges and 
cash on hand. It was moved and carried that the total money raised for the 

Campaign should be incorporated in the minutes of this meeting. In addition to the 

money which was raised and spent by local Emergency Peace Campaign committees for 
community projects, a total of $544,925.63 was paid into national headquarters. As 
soon as the books have been audited, a complete and accurate figure will be avail- 
able. 

DISBURSEMENT OF FUNDS: It was moved and carried that Ray Newton, as Executive 

Director of the Campaign, be authorized to receive and dis¬ 
burse funds after December 31 and take all necessary steps essential to closing the 
Campaign in good order. 

PHILADELPHIA CONTRIBUTORS: It was moved and carried that the names of smaller con¬ 
tributors to the Emergency Peace Campaign from the area 
covered by the United Peace Chest should be regarded as available to Ray Newton, to 
the Local Peace Council, and to the United Peace Chest. Ray Newton explained that 
practically all the larger givers to the Campaign had previously contributed to the 
American Friends Service Committee and therefore their names could not be made 
common property. He also explained that there were a number of anonymous gifts 
from people whose names could not be made common property. 

OTHER CONTRIBUTORS: It was moved and carried that the names of financial contribut¬ 
ors across the country should be considered in terms of the 
local groups rather than in a mass way, and that any organization closely connected 
;/ith the Campaign, either as a local peace committee or council or as a national 
organization, should have access to the lists of those people in any town or city

xor a local approach. In the discussion it was brought out that the purpose of this 
^tion was to exclude any mass circularization except on the part of Bay Newton. 

.he expression "for a local approach" 7/as interpreted to mean that the contributors 
should be approached only in connection with local activities. It was moved and 
carried that the Peace Section of the American Friends Service Committee should be 
■•he depository of the lists of names after the expiration of the Emergency Peace 
Campaign. It was moved and carried that until the Emergency Peace Campaign closed 

its books, there should be no circularization except that which Hay Newton carries 
on. 


EVALUATION OP THE CAMPAIGN: It was moved and carried than an approach should be 

Tnade to Merle Curti of Columbia University with a view 
to determining the value of the documents of the Emergency Peace Campaign in regard 
to tne history of the peace movement. Harold Fey was asked to take the initial 
steps in this connection. It was also moved and carried that the documents which 
have ceased to be current and which have a present presumptive interest should be 
turned over to the Swarthmore library. 

-hFFECT OF THE CAMPAIGN: A statement, drawn by Harold Fey and approved by the Council 

stated: "Those present at this final meeting of the Council 

of the Emergency Peace Campaign affirm our conviction that the net effect of the 
Emergency Peace Campaign has brought the peace movement to a new level of activity 
and effectiveness; that it has helped croate the present wide-sentimont in support 
of neutrality and a pacific policy in tho Ear East; that wo express to the American 
Friends Service Committee our deep appreciation of its many services to the Campaign 
especially in lending Hay Newton and other valuable staff members to provide its 
ieadership. We further wish to express our gratitude to Hay Newton and his able 
staff and otner workers in Philadelphia and elsewhere for their high spirit of con¬ 
secration and devotion and their unstinted hard and effective work throughout the

I should like nothing better than to see what we could do for you 
in the way of forura and club engagements the coming season, with probably 
some college appointments ' included since our nailing list covers Women s 
Clubs.

I ought to heave one thousand to twelve hundred circulars. This 
would not cover the entire mailing list, but it would cover the best prospects 
on our mailing list, and would give me sufficient folders to send out a 
mailing of them at least twice, once in tne spring and once in tne early fall. 

We would be unlikely to get bookings for you West of the States of 
Nebraska and Kansas, nor in the South except possibly in Texas.or in Florida 
for our usual Forum tour of that one State. If you go to Florida - and I am 
almost sure I can put you on that ten-day circuit - it would have to be between 
January 7 and mid-March. Our Bureau bookings lie largely in the ^ast and 
Middle West, Georgia and Florida. 

Regarding your publicity, I think a four page folder on rather light¬ 
weight paper would be excellent, To the material you have submitted, I think 
you should add a paragraph about women* s clubs and forums you have addressed. 

On the folders coming to us for our use, your own address should not appar 
at the end. Have your printer run off yours with your address; but on ours, 
have him use our Bureau name and address as I have indicated. 

Regarding terms: I suggest we consider your regular fee $75, with 
traveling expenses added if the distance necessitates, and that we understand 
you are willing to speak three times in one day for this sum.

Dear Kirby: 

I am glad to tell you that we are happy to know that you are teaching 
there at Yale this year. It would be great to be in your classes. 

But the main purpose of this letter is not to exnress our hap ^inese 
about your work there, but to ask for your helo and advice. 

I will receive my B.D« degree next May here at Pacific School of 
Religion, and Roma will receive her Masters degree. My major has been 
philosophy of religion. I would like very much to get into the teaching 
field. What I would like to do is to get a position teaching in one 
of the denominational colleges next year and after a few years take a 
leave of absence and finish my work for a Doctor 1 s degree, then return 
to teaching. 

There are two reasons for wanting to teach a while. The first is 
for experience.

own financial^—neither of our families being able to help us. 

Now, what do you think? Do you think we should try for a position? 

If so, should I accent pastoral work instead of teaching if no teach¬ 
ing position opens? If yau do think it wise to teach for a few years, 
will you give any suggestions as to locating a position? If you know 
of any openings, I would appreciate your letting me know. 

Or do you see any possibilities of how we could go on so I could con¬ 
tinue my work toward a Doctor's degree in Yale or somewhere, while 
Roma quit school and started on the way toward her ambition—a family? 

I will apnreciate any advice or suggestions which you can give. Our 
very best wishes to you and yours for a most fruitful New .Year.

I should like nothing better than to see what we could do for you 


in the way of forum and club engagements the coming season, with probably some 
college appointments included since our mailing list covers Women's Clubs, 
College and Universities, Forums, and such miscellaneous groups as Rots ( ry Clubs, 
Y.M.C.A.'s, Y.M.H.A.'s, Churches, Foreign Policy Associations, etc. 


I ought to have one thousand to twelve hundred circulars. This would 


not cover the entire mailing list, but it would cover the best prospects on our 
mailing list, and would give me sufficient folders to send out a mailing of them 
at least twice, once in the spring and once in the early fall. 


We would be unlikely to get bookings for you west of the States of 


Nebraska and Kansas, nor in the South except possibly in Texas,or in Florida for 
our usual Forum tour of that one State. If you go to Florida - and I am almost 


sure I can put you on that ten-day circuit - it would have to be between Januaiy 7 


and mid-March. Our Bureau bookings lie largely in the'East, Middle West, Georgia 
and Florida. 


Regarding your publicity, I think a four page folder on rather lighter- 


weight paper would be excellent. To the material you have submitted, I think you 
should add a paragraph about women's clubs and forums you have addressed. On the 
folders coming to us for our use, your own address should not appear. Have your 
printer run off yours with your address at the end, but on ours have him use our 
Bureau name and address as I have indicated. 


Regarding terms, I suggest we consider your regular fee $75, with 


traveling expenses added if the distance necessitates, and that we understand y6u 
are willing to speak three times in one day for this sum. However, that is a thing 
that probably only colleges and perhaps YMCA groups would be interested in. Foruuas 
and women's clubs will want only one talk, and where only one talk is wanted and 
the forum or club has limited funds, may I feel at liberty to book you at $50? 

Here again, plus travel if distance necessitates. I will have a lot d>f forums and 
clubs that cannot pay over $50 to $60 total cost, especially in Hew England. 


We do special individual circularizing as described in the enclosed 


notice. But in addition to this, I do a good deal for which no charge is made the 
lecturer. And we send out constant notices similar to the enclosed, often putting 
in a folder of some one of the peonle listed. In other words, if I knew you were 
to be pretty widely available and I could have exclusive booking rights - except 
for dates you wish to make personally - I would make a point of getting out fairly 
frequent reminders, in one form or another, of your availability.
